ifEW YoiiK, July 28. — A dispatch to 
The Herald from Faria says: It vrar 
Bbbuld break ont between the United 
States and Japan it will be ia spite of 
Mirqnis Ito, personally as well as poli- 
tically. 

" In the first place," says Marquis Ito, 
"I wiahi'you would contradict a state- 
ment that I am here charged with an 
official mission to strongly protest in the 
name of my Rovernment againatausurp- 
ation fraught with peril. 

" Nothing could be further from the 
truth, The statement is inexact in 
every particular. Not only have I no 
oHlcial mission in Europe now — I never 
even liad any, nor was I ever charged 
with Buch duties by lliia Jivpanese gov- 
ernijieiit since I liavo been iul'iiria until 
to-day, 

" 1 believe firmly tijat t!ie Ifawaiiaa 
question will be Eettled rtitliout tho 
peaiieful leliitiona l)et\vceii Jarian and 
the United .States beiag disturbed in the 
least. 

"It has been stated that I have been 
in Spain to arrange terms for mutual 
support in the attitude of Spain and 
Japan via-a-via the United .States. This 
is quite untrue. 

" When I was prime minister the Em- 
peror bestowed an order on the King of 
Spain, Tlie insignia was never sent, as 
it was not convenient at the" time for 
anyone of sufficiently high rank to leave 
Japan. But the visit of Prince Arish- 
Rawa to Europe pave the Emperor an oc- 
casion he has been looking for, and so, 
t?.ycg advantage of the opportunity, tlie 
Prince went to Spain to present tlie 
order to the king, and I, as a matter of 
course, went also. 

" But although I met the foreign min- 
ister and all of the oliicials the relations 
ol Japan with America were never 
alluded to and I never broached tho sub- 
ject of Spain's difliculties in Cuba, and 
similarly my visit to the Due de Mandas 
was only prompted by politeness and 
was an acknowledgment to the courtesy 
he bestowed on me at San Sebastian. 

" I do not think it possible any oppo- 
sition manifested in Japan to the an- 
nexation of the Sandwich islands by the 
United States will take any more ex- 
tended form than a mere protest made — 
remember this point — maaein order that 
the interests of Japan in these islands 
may not sufTer injury. 

" Japan is simply seeking to protect 
hersell and her subjects, and this she has 
a perfect right to do; this she iy in <luty 
hound to do; but that she will look after 
her interests in other than a digniiied 
diplomatic way is absurd. 

" Tho Emperor, I know, will not sup- 
port any bellicose policy. All niy friends 
in the ministry or in tho control of the 
diflorent branchesof the government are 
of the same mind as the Emperor on this 
subject and Japanese public sentiment is 
one of strong friendship for the United 
States, 

" Thus the Hawaiian question cannot 
possibly bring about a conflict, either 
armed or diplomatic, with the Ameri- 
cans, in spite of the jingoes."

CHICAGO HAS THE CRAZE. 

Thousands Making Daily Inquiry ns to 
How They May Reach the Gold. 

CurcAGO, July 28. — At the railroad 
and Steamship .offices .the; same eager- 
ness for information about the passage 
to the Klondyke gold fields was shown 
that characterized the rush of inquirers 
a week ago. There is no abatement of 
interest in anything pertaining directly 
or indirectly to tho new EI Dorado. Not 
less than an average of 1,000 persona a 
day have called at tho oUice of the North 
American Transportation Company, T. 
Cook & Son, the N'orthern Pacific" and 
Great Northern railways. The number 
of earnest inquirers to-day exceeded 
those of yesterday. 

At Cook & Son's agency the quota of 
the expedition under the management 
of William Chase was dUed at an early 
hour, and negotiations were immediately 
begun by wire lor a second flteamshi]) 
from San Francisco to St. Michael's. 
Meantime CO men who could not get 
berths on the first steamer are waiting 
for the result of the negotiations. Some 
of them in their anxiety to reach Klon- 
dyke ofTered to sleep on the cabin floor 
and be. Batlefied with the poorest that 
could be offered them in the way of ac- 
commodations. The best that could be 
done was to put their applications on 
file. 

At the ^^o^th American Company's of. 
lice the same story of crowds in the 
otiice from morning till night was re- 
peated. AVhile the northern transconti- 
nental lines book gold seekers from Pa- 
get Sound to St. Micbae'ls by the steam- 
er Portland, sailing tiepteraber 1, they 
work principally for tho steamships ply- 
ing between Paget Sound, .luneau and 
Dyea. About ISO men have been booked 
by the Juneau route. 

When the mining party booked at 
Thomas Cook Sons leave Chicago at 
least two women will go along. The 
first is Mrs. "William Chase, the wife of 
the manager of the expedition, and she 
will undertake the arduous trip for the 
sake of loA'e. The desire for gold and a 
generous fortane will induce the other 
woman, Catharine Vromley, to do like- 
wise. Both declare them'selves quite 
eager for the journey and the novel ex- 
periences attending it. 

Other women who are soon to leave 
Chicago for Alaska are Miaa Pauline 
Kellog, of West Congress street, and 
Mrs. C. VV. Romney, ot Windsor Park. 
Seven other women will, it is said, ac- 
company the Chase party, but their 
names could not be learned, and as they 
have not yet purchased tickets their de- 
parture is' not certain.

Desultory Qring continued throughout 
the day, the tribesmen driving ia the 
pickets, of whom thirteen sepoy a were 
killed and forty-two wounded. 

Tlie Punjab infantry, led by Lieuten- 
ant Climo, in a sacuession of brilliant 
charges drove back tlio great luaesea of 
the tribeainen, killing ninety. The 
enemy is collecting in large force and 
aev«r» fighting is expected. Beinforce- 
ments have been sent to Dargai. 

London, July 29.— The Times this 
morning publishes a dispatch from Simla 
saying that the road from Mardan to 
Malakand eeema free, aa an oiBcer with 
an escort of only four men passed safely 
along the road to the camp on Wednes- 
day. In the fighting on Monday the 
tribesmen were repeatedly repulsed, but 
always returned to the attack and liually 
succeeded in penetrating to that part 
of the camp where the commissiart 
sheds the engineers' field park and the 
bazaar is situated. The native losses 
must have been severe, aa thirty bodies 
were found at daylight when the attack- 
ers retired into the valley. 

The Daily News prints a dispatch from 
Malahand, showing that the rising of 
the natives is on a largo scale. Each 
night, the dispatch adds, a determined 
attack has been made, lasting until day- 
break. 



LONDON IS INTERESTED.

A Warning for Tliose Who Will Persist in 
Chopping Wood. 

MiDjjLHTowN, N.Y,, June 20. — Ifarry 
Van DeWater, who was stung by a yel- 
low jacket on July 21, died to-day. He 
was chopping wood when the insect 
stung him behind the right ear. He 
managed to reach his house, when he 
became unconscious, in which condition 
he remained until shortly before his 
death. His jaws, were lucked, and milk 
and medicine was forced into his mouth 
at intervals. 



JUST SO. 

One American Paper That Is Not Afraid to 
Speak Truth Regarding the 
Klondyke. 

Under the caption of " Great Britain 
and her Gold llegiona," the New York 
Evening Post has the following interest- 
ing article with regard to the Klondyke : 
These gold fields are in British ter- 
ritory, The ICIopdjks braiiRbeg {row 
the fukon near the Alaskati boundary, 
and the gold lias been discovered mainly 
along its couruc in the Northwest Terri- 
tory. Vet the successful miners, the 
men who come home with tales of fabu- 
lous wealth attained in a few weeks, are 
largelv American citiitens. That is to 
sav, tiiey are ' aliens,' ■* foreign devils,' 
allowed to go freely into British terri- 
tory and carry away its cMef treasure 
without let or hindrance. Imagine the 
case reversed. Imagine the gold fields 
on our side of the Alaskan border, and 
Englishmen swarming in to despoil us. 
VVhatshrieks to high heaven and appeals 
to CongresB there would be ! We should 
have laws in a twinkling to make all 
alien miners pay nine-tenths of their 
findings into our treasury. We should 
tax them heavily to get into the terri- 
tory, and not let them get out without 
paying the attermost farthing. What 
some of our states have done in the way 
of legislation to make aliens smart for 
lending ua capital and developing our 
resources, fairly indicates what we would 
do in the case supposed. This stupid 
English indifference to the nationality of 
the man extracting wealth from English 
soil would never be the policy of a wide- 
awake and paternal and stiictly look- 
out-for-number-oue American govern- 
ment. 

" The incident throws light on the ter- 
rible ' land-grabbing ' propensity of ICng- 
land. .Slie grabs everywhere, but she 
throws what she grabs open to all the 
world. .She ia well known to grab with 
peculiar fury when it is a (luestion of 
getting a bit of gold-bearing land ; that 
always drives her frantic. But, as the 
IClondyke gold find show, she lets for- 
eigners come and help themselves to the 
gold after she has grabbed it. She po- 
lices the territory acquired; she makes 
life and property safe there; she estab- 
lishes courts ; she fosters education and 
religion ; but she gives Frenchmen, Ger- 
mans, Italian, or even her dearest foes, 
Americans, the same rights there 
as Englishmen. There is a policy of in- 
credible silliness, according to American 
standards. It might be justified on the 
theory that law and international policy 
are intended to promote trade and in- 
dustry, and make human liberty and 
happiness as secure as possible; but we 
know that theory to be entirely mis- 
taken. Laws exist for the purpose of 
discriminating against foreigners, and 
causing misery in foreign cities, aa Mc- 
iCinley boasted that his tariff had done. 
Intetnational relations are to bo so man- 
aged that every nation's hand will be 
against its fellow. This being the Amer- 
ican conception, and, therefore, the true 
conception, the obsoleteness, the isola- 
tion, the supreme folly of the English 
policy are clearly proved — and that, of 
course. Is the main thing."

Toronto, July 29 — R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly statement of trade in Canada 
says : " The money nuirkot in Montreal 
shows easiness, and the general asking 
rate for call money is now 3}.< per cent., 
l)ut the general discounts rate has under- 
gone no revision, being Btill at six to 
seven per cent. Country collections o;e 
not suppoeed to be very brisk fiaring 
hayinp, but remittances may oe called 
fair for the season. Faihirea in the dis- 
trict for the week have been rather more 
frequent than for several weeks past, 
but by no means numerous. 

In groceries there is a fair general dis- 
tribution. Wholesalers judge by their 
advices that retail stocks are low as a 
rule, and while orders are not large they 
are reported fairly numerous. Sugars 
in particular are moving out quite 
briskly. Samples of Dutch and German 
refined sugars are being shown freely 
and quoted on quite a shade below do- 
mestic goods, but they do not seem to 
take general favor. 

" Summer sorting business in dry 
goods is rather declining with the ad- 
vancing season but a very fair proportion 
of fall goods is now being delivered. 
Some of the larger shoe factories are 
fairly busy, but as a whole business in 
this 'line is hardly up to the average. 
Leather and hides continue dull, as also 
do heavy metals, oils, paints, etc. 

" The somewhat improved demand for 
wool is fairly held, and holders are very 
firm in tlieir ideas. General wholesale 
trade at Toronto has not been as active 
during the past week. This is partly 
accounted for by the heavy rains and un- 
settled weather within the period named. 

" The sorting up trade has aufTered in 
conseiiuence, although it is stated that 
orders for autumn staple goods have 
been fairjy satisfactory. The shipments 
of wool, hides and lumber to the United 
States have ceased since the Dingley 
tariff went into operation on Saturday 
last. Shipments for several weeks had 
been large in anticipation of the in- 
creased duties. 

" The stock of wool in Ontario has 
been reduced to a minimum. 

Wheat is firmer, but actual business 
is limited owing to the advanced prices 
asked. Shippers say that wheat from 
T'oledo and Detroit can be laid down at 
Montreal cheaper than Ontario wheat, 
the former places having the advantage 
of cheaper rates to tbe seaboard. 

"The wet weather has caused consid- 
erable damage to the crops in Ontario. 
There is a good deal of hay, fall wheat 
and barley lying out and suffering by 
the heavy rains. Trade conditions gen- 
erally are satisfactory, and merchants 
anticipate increased activity to begin 
next month. Hardware and metals con- 
tinue in fair demand, with ruling prices 
firm. 

"Groceries are quiet. No changes are 
yet reported in the prices of hides or 
wool, but weaker markets seem to he ex- 
pected. Remittances are fair. Money 
continues to rule easy. Call loans are 
;-;'._> to 1 per cent., and prime commer- 
cial paper is discounted at six per cent. 
•Sterling exchange is lirmer. 

" Business on the stock exchange is 
fairly active. The feature is the further 
advance in Canadian I'acific on large in- 
crease in earnings. Toronto railway is 
firmer for the same reason. Gable '^nr 
tinues strong, and tbe investment de ' 
mand for bank shares absorbs real ofTer 
ings. The failures for the week were 
twenty-eight, the same as for the cor'rfr 
spondiug week of last year." ' .

AN APPEAL TO THE 

EASTERN PRESS. 

A few days ago the Mftil and Empire 
printed a map o£ the Northwest Coaet, 
showing the Klondyke. The only towns 
marked on it wore Seattle, Juneau and 
Sitka. It seems absolutely impossible 
tocomprebeDd how a Oanadifln paper 
can excuse such an exhibition of ignor> 
anco. ThouBandB of people in Toronto 
are thinking of the Klondyke, and wond- 
ering how to get there. When tliey 
look in the Mail ami Empire for infor- 
mation they find no reference to the 
Canadian Pacific railway, incomparably 
the best means of reaching the Coast 
thoDgh it ia, no reference to Canadian 
linos of steamers up the Coast, though 
they are equal to any, no reference to 
"Victoria or Vancouver as outfitting 
points. In the name of common eeuae 
vrhen will Eastern Canadian papers learn 
something about the geography of the 
"West? 

There is another side to the case, and 
it is that the merchants ' of the Coast 
cities of Canada have the right to expect 
the newspapers of the East to help dis- 
abuse the public mind ot tlie carefully 
fostered idea that the <^old mines are in 
United Slates territorieg, .ind hence that 
the proper places to outfit are the United 
States cities. We in the West have a 
right to expect this much from the pat- 
riotism of the Eastern press. AVhen 
those papers know that Victoria is mak- 
ing a gallant fight against her United 
States competitors for its proper share 
of this Canadian trade, our Eastern 
newspapers will not be backward 
in giving their aesistance. We ask 
of them that they give special 
prominence during the next few 
months to the fact that the best way to 
get from the Eist to the Yukon mines is 
to travel over the Canadian transconti- 
nental line and by Canadian steamships 
Tanning North; also that in Victoria 
they will find the most experienced out- 
fitters for prospectors and miners to be 
found in America. The men who out- 
fitted for Cariboo, Cassiar and Ominecii 
— for journeys quite as diflicult and for 
isolation more complete than are con- 
nected with mining in the Yukon— are 
in business in Victoria to-day, and can 
tell miners and prospectors just what 
they want to taka with them and how to 
pack it. The papers also should tell that 
the Yukon, being in Canadian territory, 
doty must he paid on outlils from the 
United StateH, and that everything can 
be purchased just as cheaply in Victoria 
as anywhere. 

We make this appeal to the patriotism 
of the Eastern press. In Seattle, Wasti- 
ington, outfits to the value of $325,000 
were sold during the last fourteen days. 
If miners understood that they could 
get these gocdB as cheaply in Victoria in 
the first instance and save the duties, 
they would come here to buy. It may 
not be possible to convince all the peo- 
ple who go from the United States of 
this fact; but there should be no difli- 
cnlty in making it clear to Canadians. 
It will be an unfortunate tiling if Cana- 
dians are not warned against going to 
the United States to buy uooda to take 
into Canada. "We believe this appeal to 
the Eastern press will not be in vain. 



this demand the government will neither 
be able nor willing to resist. We 
tell these people that In coming 
t-.-! Canada they have come to a 
place where the people rule and 
the laws are enforced. It the people of 
Canada believe that they have been 
treated unfairly by foreigners, they know 
how to have the laws changed to meet 
the case and how to enforce the laws 
when changed. 

When this same class of American 
citizens thought the only gold miaes on 
the Yukon waters were in Alaska, they 
would not allow a Canadian to lift a 
shovelful of earth in any other capacity 
than that of a hired man, and it goes 
without saying that they would not 
permit a pound of Canadian goods into 
the territory without paying duty. Can- 
adians did not resent this. They simply 
stayed away from the Alaskan mines and 
found better ones on British soil. All 
the miners, who went Into Alaska from 
Seattle and other points, were allowed 
for several years to carry their supplies 
across five hundred miles of Canadian 
territory without bonding them or pay- 
ing a dollar in duty. They were allowed 
to break bulk, to dispose of them on the 
way, to camp, go to work and consume 
their supplies in Canada. Hot a word 
was said. Not a sound of protest was 
raised. Now when it ia iieceeaary to 
carry Canadian goods across a few miles 
of mountain road, over which the Uni- 
ted States exereiaea iurisdiction, 
though with only a color of title, a 
howl goes up from the mineia who 
enjoyed these privileges, and from the 
merchants, who profited by Canadian 
generosity, against the extension of such 
courtesies at the head of Lynn Canal to 
goods in transit as are extended to each 
other by civilized countries in all parts 
of the world. 

The people of British Columbia have 
put up with about as much of this sort 
of nonsense from their neighbors as they 
are willing to stand. If they are driven 
to take aggressive steps they know bow 
to take them and they can be taken 
most etlectually. We have in the Yukon 
and Northern British Columbia the 
greatest gold-bearing region in the 
world, and if our neighbors wish to come 
over and aid in exploiting them, 
they would do well to dis- 
play a little less of the spirit 
of the hog and a little more appreciation 
of the neighborliness which the people 
of British Columbia have ever extended 
towards them and are willing to extend 
to them now. 

We would have preferred not to have 
written in this strain, but it is time that 
our neighbors realized how easily they 
may carry their arrogance and grasping 
propensities too far. There is nothing 
of an international nature involved. It 
is simply a matter of the internal reeala- 
tion of Canadian affairs, and if ohr neigh- 
bors are not satisfied with the privileges 
they get, perhaps they may have an op- 
portunity of seeing how much better 
pleased they would be to have these pri- 
vileges entirely withdrawn. 



ference to their passing into the hands 
of any other power except GrsatKritain, 
and the latter haa shown uo disposition 
to take them. There has been some 
little talk in the papers about the alleged 
seizure of Palmyra Island by the British, 
and the statement is made that it is a 
part of the Hawaiian group. This is 
simply the result of ignorance in high 
places. Palmyra Island is one of a 
group of four lying a little north of the 
Equator. Their luiiuea are: Palmyra, 
Fanning, Christmas and New York. All, 
except the latter, are recognized as Brit- 
ish territory, and are so marked on the 
maps. Palmyra is separated by fifteen 
degrees of latitude from the nearest of 
the Hawaiian group, that is to say by 
fully a thousand miles of open ocean. 
To pretend that Hawaii has even a 
shadow of a claim to the island is absurd. 
By no possible amount of ingenuity can 
it be considered as a part of the Hawaii- 
an group, and there is no suggestion that 
Hawaii has ever occupied it. The Brit- 
ish " seizure " of Palmyra is another 
case where the Dutch have taken Hol- 
land. 

THISTLES. 

Eegarding our correspondent Ob- 
server's letter which appeared yester- 
day, we are requested to say that the 
provincial authorities have not the 
power to compel .landowners to cut 
thistles on their property, with the one 
exception of Canadian thistles. In deal- 
ing with that particular weed, however, 
the Thistle Act confers extraordinary 
powers on the provincial authorities; 
powers which we are glad to say have 
not been necessary to call into requisition 
except in isolated cases in the districts 
adjoining the City of Victoria. 

Within the city liinit.s, however, the 
pest is becoming serious, and the civic 
authorities have been repeatedly urged 
by the provincial authorities to take 
action under the municipal by-law re- 
garding thistles. We may add that in- 
asmuch as- the civic by-law is considered 
inadequate to deal witli the Canadian 
thistle, the provincial authorities have 
offered to invest the civic police with 
authority to proceed under the provin- 
cial act. 

The provincial authorities will be glad 
of any information as to the existence of 
Canadian thistles in the districts.

It was an out- 
rage, they said, to collect duties, and 
the papers referred to say that the pro- 
posed regulations for mining are abom- 
inable, and should be met by the United 
States government with retaliation. 
There is only one answer necessary to 
these people, namely, that if they do not 
like Canadian laws they can stay at 
home. No one asked them to go 
to the Yukon. The Colontist be. 
lieves in treating aliens \yith liber- 
ality, but if a lot of people 
from the United States are going to set 
up a clamor against Canadian laws and 
lefuse to deal with Canadian merchants, 
it will be no very diflicult matter to shut 
the door of, the Yukon in their faces. 
We tell our neighbors in the plainest 
possible words that while we desire to 
live on the moat friendly terms with 
thorn, if they do not eeaeu to decry the 
land out of where they iiopo to re- 
trieve their sbattored fortunes, a demand 
will go up for the enactment of regula- 
tions which will drive them" all back to 
the country from which tboy came, and 



nature of the protest entered by Japan ia 
very nearly tliat of a positive declaration 
that annexation will be resisted by force 
of arms. In the face of this the United 
States Senate has rather a difficult 
problem to work out. To ratify the 
treaty ipay lead to an open rtipturo with 
Japan; to refuse to ratify it may lead 
Japan to assume that it ia master of tlie 
situation, in which event tlio seizure of 
the islands by that power would he 
probable. This would doubtless lead to 
an attempt by the United States to die 
lodge the Japanese, for although the 
people of the United States may not 
want the Hawaiian islands tiiemselves, 
tliey certainly will not aland by and see 
them taken by Japan. Miiri|iiiH Ito re- 
peated in Paris what ho siiid to the 
Colonist, namely, that he believed a 
peaceful solution of the difficulty would 
be found ; but the lilarquis only speaks 
in his personal capacity, and Count 
Oku ma, the Premier of Japan, in a 
))ublic speech distinctly said that the 
annexation of the islands would not be 
permitted. *

That 
Victoria merchants are getting a goodly 
share of this business the appearance of 
the lower portion of Yates street and 
the entire length of Wharf street of lale, 
will attest. 

Foremost to enjoy this rush in the gro- 
cery line are Mesajs. Simon Leiser & 
Co., whose stafl' have been simply rushed 
ofT their feet in keeping up with the 
enormous batch of orders, Saturdays and 
SundavP, unforUrialely, imtil thodeiar- 
ture of the Islander and Tees yesterday, 
all hands have been at work until tlie 
early hours of the morning, and the total 
number of parties outfitted will be close 
upoh one hundred. A more or leas 
similar whirl of business ia reported by 
other firms in the provisioning trade. 
Now that the two steamers mentioned 
have made their clearance, all hands are 
enjoying a return to normal working 
liours, but orders are now coming in, for 
shipment by the steamers already on the 
berth for the Northland. Messrs. Leiser 
ifc Company can justly claim to have 
made some of the largest shipments con- 
signed to parties of miners and prospec- 
tors, some of whom were passengers by 
yesterday's steamers, and in speaking of 
the, matter of handling the immense 
quantities of freight Mr. Carlton, the 
general agent of the C.P.N.Oo., said yes- 
terday : 

" I have been in the business for 29 
years and I have never known of a caae 
where so much freight with fio many 
dilleront marks has been handled with so 
little trouble. Their methods of ship- 
ping rellects gre-it credit on the mer- 
chants."

bouse connected with dry goods and 
clothing reports having enjoyed a 
satisfactory share of the unusual activ- 
ity incident to the supplying of so many 
hundreda who now form part of the 
stream of humanity pouring towards the 
golden north. 

With the stimulus given to the retail 
trade by the gold excitement, city or- 
ders show decided signs of improve- 
ment.

Now that the Yukon mines form the 
chief topic of interest, the old pioneers 
who years ago first ventured into the 

then altogether unknown wilds are fur- 
bishing up their recollections of the 
early days. One of these men ia Gilbert 
Brebant, one of those who ten yeara ago 
took part in the firet rush to Forty Mile. 
Jlr. Brebant'a memory goea back a long 
way, for he recollects the stormy days of 
the rebellion in Eastern Canada in 
iyU7. He waa then a boy living in St. 
Lin, and he remembers his fatlier and 
grandfather taking part in the lighting. 
Leaving home he flrat went to VViacon- 
ain, but in 1858 he came to British Co- 
lumbia and has since then mined in 
Cariboo, Cassiar, Omineca and the 
Yukon. 

" There were 250 men went into the 
Yukon the year I was there," said Mr. 
Brebant last night, " but only fifty of us 
wintered on Forty Mile, the others re- 
turning to the coaat in the fall. AVe left 
Victoria on the Oth of April and a week 
later reached Juneau, where wo fitted 
out for tlie trip over the Chilcoot 
paaa. Our party were well used to min- 
im; and hardahip, eo we carried packa 
of 100 pounds each over the paaa and had 
to make two trips over the mountain to 
get in all our supplies. The pasa I coii- 
sidor too lieavy for Buiniiier travelling, 
but it ia better in the winter, aa one can 
make stepa in the enow to get a foothold 
to climb." 

The distance to Lake Bennet, Mr. 
Brebant thinks, is about 37 miles, 
and from there the rest of the 
journey waa made over the chain 
of lakea to the Lewis river on the ice. 
Then the rest of the journey was made 
by way of the Ilootalinqua and Yukon 
to I'oi'ty-Mile. Brebant'a party reached 
l''()rty->tile by ,June IS, and after 
exploring nearly two hundred inilea 
of the Ilootaliniiua they decided 
to work a bar on Forty-Mile. In two 
inontha he and tiiree others of liia parly 
made ^700 to ifSOO apiece. They wintered 
in the Yukon and came back to the 
Coast in the following spring. Some of 
the luiners were more lucky than Bre- 
bant'a party, getting aa h.'gh aa $2,000 to 
$3,000 for their season's work. 

" 1 did not Ko back to the Yukon a sec- 
ond time," said Viw Brebant, " hut 
Joeeph Ijeinan, who had been with iiie, 
atarled off the next year, worked bia way 
un Canyon creek and discovered Mill 
creek, on Sixty-Mile. He took out $14,- 

000 that year and it made me feel sorry 

1 had not gone." 

Mr. Brebant is not at all envious, how- 
ever, of the big sums that other men 
havo made, though he aays he worked 
hard but never managed to make a big 
dtriko himself. He aeepied ])articularly 
pleased to hear of the auccess of Neil Mc- 
Arthur in the Klondyke. 

"Heiaone of my old friends," aaid 
Mr. Brebant," "and I am glad to know 
ho has been snccessful."

' Tlii'OUg'ti a Hock Creek 



Haa No Reasou for Trying to Kill 
."- His Inotfensilve 

Victim* 



To city bicyclists 'wbo are occasionally 
the viotitDB ot the wicked wlio atrew 
tacks, life often Beema to lose its spice 
with tlie prospect of a tiresome walk 
home nnil a puiictu'.cd wheel. But their 
trials are as nothing to those that came 
to Roy Hagin a iow days ago oa tl e 
Gariboo road, when, for no other reason 
apparently than that he was a man of 
two wheels, lie was potted by an Iiidiau 
in ambush ami now lies terribly wound- 
ed with a balot hole in his body. 
' On the ICth of July Koy Hagin was 
Iridtng aloug the Cariboo road near 
^SridgeCreeK Hitl, and there dismounted 
to fix something that had gone wrong 
about bis wheel. Kiding a abort dis- 
tance bebind, on his cayuse, was Johnny 
Ducks, alias Johnny Piosper, one of the 
<Janim hike tribe of Indiiuis. Johnny 
had been well eupiilied with whisky, ac- 
cording to liiti own story, by another In- 
'Jiun. 

When ho saw the wtioelman leave his 
sa ■.(lie, Johnny ;;ot hia gun, and with no 
reason at all that he conkl s'lve, o.xcept 
whiskey, (lisinonnted from hia pony, 
tied the animal and creo|)in;? into the 
brush knelt clown and took a deliberate 
shot at Ha(!in. 

The poor cyclist fell with a dreadful 
wound, the bidlet traversing his body 
almost from shoulder to shoulder. The 
Indian did not try to rob his victim, but 
' rode quietly away. 

Johnny was arrested by Jim McCann 
at Bridge Creek, but managed to make 
his escape and cleared out, seeking to 
avoid capture among bis tribesiiien. 

Chief Emile of the Canini Lake tribe 
of Indiana is, however, a good, law- 
abiding man, and ho promptly had 
Johnny caught and surrcnilored tooon- 
Btable "Mitchell. Johnny has not made 
the least atteiipt to conceal his crime, 
but stated freely that he had been drink- 
ing and when he saw llagin, who did 
notice his approach, quietly shot him. 
The Indian will no doubt lie committed 
ior trial for attempted murder, unleaa 
indeed his victim diea, when he will 
have to stand tri^d for murder. How-

BRIDGE CASK APi'EAL. 

Argument in the Patterson v. Victoria Ap- 
peal Before the Full Court. 

Argnment in the appeal of the defend- 
ants in Patterson v. the City of Victoria 
opened before the Full court yesterday. 
Tne case was one of those arising out of 
the Point Ellice bridge accident, and 
ivas tried before Mr. Justice McCoU and 
a special jury at Vancouver, the result 
being a judgment in favor of the plain- 
litr, Mrs. Marion R. Patterson, for 
^'■13,000 for the death of her husband, 
one of the bridf^e victims. Tlie appeal 
was taken Ijy the City on the ground 
that tl'.e judgment should have been 
entered for defendants, notwithstanding 
the (indicgs of the jury, inasmuch as the 
jury did not find any misfeasance on the 
part of the corporation, but attributed 
tlie cause of the accident to the 
breaking of a floor beam, this being 
an old beam, originally put in the 
bridge before the structure came within 
the corporate limits. The jury found 
that anau^er hole in the beam, bored by 
Cox, the city carpenter, added largely to 
the rottennese of the beam. Cox had 
bored the hole foarycitrs previous to the 
accident. 

The first part of the argument for the 
city was taken up in explaining the vari- 
ous members of the bridge and the prin- 
ciple of construction of a truss bridge of 
the kind existing at Point l"'llice. The 
tonclusioiis which counsel for the city 
wished the court to draw from the evi- 
dence at the trial were gathered from 
plaintiff's expert witnt-ssea. These con- 
clusions were that the bridge was orig- 
inally of tlefeuiive design; that it was 
jiot constru-ted even then according to 
specillcntion; that originally the bridge 
was of insulHcient carrying capacity to 
Euatain tramway traffic; that the con- 
tinned use of the bridge for tramway 
traffic daily wealcened it; that the ad- 
mitted testimony of the experts showed 
that the span which collapsed was only 
capable of Biistaining a load of 10 tons 
with salely, while at the time of the ac- 
cidiMil then' wfre 23 tons on the span; 
tliat the result of the testimony diaclDscd 
that iiniler lixct'iitioiial circumstances by 
evenly diatribiitmg the weight over the 
floor eyatein of the bridge 18 tons was 
the tnaxiniuin amount that could be 
safely carrieil ; that at the time of the 
accident the 21! tons instead of being dis- 
tributed over the floor fairly evenly was 
carried three-quarters of the way to 
one side and in a space of M 
feet, whereas the distance between 
panels was 18 feet; 'that assuming all 
members of tbe bridge to be in repair 
the structure was incapable of carrying 
such a weight under the most favorable 
conditions; that the a ui!er holes origin- 
ally bored in tbe defective beam were 
four in nuinher at each end, two of these 
forming wells for tlie retention of mois- 
ture by reasnii of the fact that anger 
holes two iiichea in diameter were bored 
to a deptli of IS inclioa and square hanger 
irona insisted in the holes and fastened 
with plates and nuts underneath. The 
result of all these foregoing facts, it was 
claimed, demonstrated that the finding 
ot the jury that tbe extra auger hole 
added to the rottenness of the beam, 
while fair enough, did not dis- 
close the proximate cause of the 
accident. All these causes com- 
bined in the course of time to bring 
about tbe natural decay of the structure, 
amounting so far as the legal aspect of 
the case was concerned to want of re- 
pair, as tbe cause ot the accident, nn. I 
not some act of misfeasance on the part 
of the corporation, and for non-rejiair 
the corporation was not linl>l(>.

MAY TRAVEL IN COMPANY. 

Canadian Police and United Slates Soldiery 
to Leave lor tlie Yukon Witliiu 
a Fortnight. 

It is quite possible that the seventy 
live picked men of the Northwest 
Mountt'd Poliie assigned for Yukon 
duty will travel North iu the course of 
the next ten days in company with a 
party of United States regulars ot almost 
equal size. The Canadian force is now 
being selected from men of fine physique 
and experience in useful trades, wbich 
may be put to practical service in the 
North, Volunteers are numerous, and 
it is understood that the troopers will bo 
ill Victoria about the 5th or (Uh of 
August. The American soldiers, on the 
other hand, are announced to reach 
Seattle on tlie 8rd proximo. 

The latter will include (ivootlicerB and 
5(3 men picked from tlie several cotupan 
lea now stationed at Fort Harrison 
Montana, and commanded by Captain 
Kay. A complete outfit for wintering 
on the Yukon, together with one year's 
provisions, are to be sent up from San 
Francisco at once. The party is ordered 
to leave on the steamer Cleveland for St 
Michael's on August 3. This move, wliile 
an important one, baa been looked for 
by those with a knowledge of military 
matters for some time, and is the only 
thing the United States 'government can 
do to keep down crime in AlasKan mill- 
ing camps. 

" The sending of soldiers North has 
been cominented on at some length in 
tbe newspapers as having a connection 
with the boundary disputes. There 
eeema to be," aays the Seattle Times, 
" no foundation for this view of the sub- 
ject. Those best in position to know as 
sert that the regulars are being sent to 
Alaska for the very same reason the 
mounted police of the Northwest Terri 
tory are sent to British possessions in 
the North — to do polii e duty, give assis 
tance as far as lies within their power to 
suffering miners, to see that law and or- 
der are enforced, and to punish crime, 
The large number of miners going into 
the country renders the presence of reg- 
ular troops' necessary." 

A YUKON SURVEYOR IN 1887. 

Prediction That Those Going Up tbe Yukon 
Will Not Arrive This Year. 

Mr, D. H. McNeill, one of tbe Domin- 
ion government geological party of eight 
vfliich in 1887 went into the Upper 
Yukon country in charge of Mr. William 
OgilviCi.has some interesting informa 
lion to give bearing on that country 
As will be remembered, Mr. Ogilvie's 
party commenced their survey from 
Haines' Mission on Lynn canal, working 
their way up Dyea river and by way of 
Chilcoot ]>ass and the lake and river 
route to the boundary line. In chat 
year there prevailed a little gold excite 
ment, and about 300 miners were at work 
on the Stewart and White rivers and at 
Forty Mile. Scurvey alllicted twenty 
BiK of their number and tbe miners 
generally aafi'ered from scarcity of pro 
visions. 

Mr. McNeill has been asked bo fre 
qiiently about distances in that country 
that he here gives the length of Lake 
Bennett as 21 miles, Tagisli lake (iuclud 
ing Windy Arm) as about 20 miles, an 
Marsh lake aa ~0 miles. The canyon, 
he eays, is one mile long, and I^ake La 
f.iarge, ; the falls of the canyon are 22 
feet and tlie rapids 32. 

Mr. McNeill predicts that those who 
left on the Islander will experience some 
cold w(^atliur befove getting to their 
journey's end, but by no means meet 
with the severest cold to be experienced 
on the road. As for the big party from 
Chicago who are going into the Klon- 
dyke via St. Michael's, Mr, McNeill 
states that there is not the least likeli- 
hood of their completing theirjoarney 
this year, and he says further that 
people leaving Victoria in March next 
will reach the Klondyke before them. 

Mr. McNeill's choice of routen is the 
White pass, or Moore's pasa, as he says 
there is loag mountain climbing to be 
done on it than either of the other 
routes, to say nothing of its being 
shorter.

During the reign of tho earpethag- 
pers in (Georgia ;i very black Imt brainy 
old negro named Tunis G. (Jampbell 
caiui! down from tlie iiortii and became 
one vi tho leaders of his.raoe. . . 

In tbe course of lime pumpbell was 
m'ade n justice of the peace at the port 
of Daricu. Then the ttouble began in 
carno.st. ' ■ • 

.lustice Campbell had no use for tho 
wliites beciiuso ho knew that tbey cor- 
dially hated liiin. 

But ho did not confine his animosity 
to Georgians or to Domccrats. He cm- 
ployed a number of negro confitable.s, 
iiutliorizcd them to carry weapons, and 
In a .short time made his court a terror 
to tho community. 

So juuch by way of introduction. One 
Buiumor a Briti.sh sailing vessel came to 
Darien nud toolc on a cargo of naval 
stores. Before getting ready to sail tho 
captain KCttled everythiiig duo from him 
niulhig criiw — tlmt is, everything in tho 
way of a just account. He secured Iii.s 
papers, when several negro traders of 
the lowest class nnoxpcctedly put in 
claims for goods that hud never been 
purchased. 

The.'-c cormorants alleged that the 
captain and his sailors were indebted to 
them for meals, merchandise, lodging 
nud other things. 

It was evident that these claims were 
fraudulent, and tlio captain continued 
lii.s prciiaratious for his departure. 

Tho afternoon liuwas to weigh anchor 
.Tn.stice Campbell liold a consultation 
with a shyster la\vyer. 

"I want to liold that "foreigner 

here," said Cauipbell, "until he settles 
(liese bills!" 

"In England," replied the lawyer, 
"when you want to prevent people from 
leavinp; the countiy, you issue a writ of 
uc exeat regnum. ' ' 

Justice Campbell came near falling to 
the floor. 

"Just fay that again," lie said ex- 
citedly. 

"A writ of no exeat rognum." 

"I see— I see, ' ' said Gampboll. "Well, 
I want you to draw up ono and keep 
that fellow here. " 

The shy.ster'H rrsnurce.s wore limited, 
and lie exphiined to his friend that rcg- 
iniin meant kingdom, iuid as tiiis coun- 
try was a republic tliero would have to 
be a (-liauge in tho verbiage. 

"Uhimgd it," commanded the black 
justice. 

The laAvyor then admitted that he 
knew vniy little Latin, and for that rea- 
Bou was Koniowliat embarrassed. 

"This is a republic," he said. 

"All right, " was the promfjt reply of 
Campbell. "Drawup awrit of no esoat 
tepiiblicum. " 

"I ;im afraid it i.s bad Latin," objcot- 
fd tho lawyer. 

"I'll mako it Ftiek," answered tlie 
justice. "I'll sign tho paper ;ind swear 
in six special constables to enforce it. ' ' 

This was enough, and the liiwyer pro- 
ceeded to draw up the most remarkable 
ilocumcut ever seen in America. 

Tho writ covered 20 pages of foolscap 
and ordered the Englishman, under tlui 
severest pains and penalties, to remain 
with his ship at Darien until ho settled 
all claims. 

It was a sultry AuRust afternoon, and 
tho ve.'-sel was about ready to depart, 
when it was boarded by .histico Camp- 
bell and six negro constables armed with 
gnus. 

The justice r(v»d tho writ to tho cap- 
tain, and after informing liini that tho 
constables would njmaiii until the mat- 
ter was adjusted tlio judicial tyrant, 
went ashore again. 

The captain retired to the cabin with 
*bo mate and talked it over. 

Finally a plan of action w.is agreed 
npon, and when tho ship'.s oflicnrs reap- 
peared , they were aiiparently in a good 
liumor. They told the constables that 
Ihey were welcome as tlio representa- 
tives of tlie Jaw and requested them to 
"njoy tho freedom of tho vessel. 

The constables were overwhelmed 
ft-ilh tobacco and (-if.Mr.s and an ocea- 
sioral dram until tlieir susjiicions van- 
ished. 

Tl-.cii the captain and his crew dis- 
played Ktill more liospitality, and tho 
bottle was freely jiasscd tiround. 

At midnight six negro constables were 
in a drunken slumber, the efl'ect of their 
ilinggcd liquor, and the captain and hi.s 
inon were wide awuko and perfectly 
sober. 

The blacks werf^ carefully deposited in 
It hnat and set adrift in Ihe harbor, and 
llieii tho British sloi p (juielly weighed 
uuclior and left the port at an hour 
when Justice OutnplKd] was dreaming of 
his nnw and wonderful writ of ne exeat 
rcpnljlicittn.

FISH AS FOOD. 



The Darli I« Hettcr Than the White For 

an Actlvo Person. 

Jlrs. S. T. Korer, iu Tho Ladies' 
Homo Journal,. contends that there has 
not been a sufficiently accurate analysis 
upon which to base any table regarding 
tho (dieniical composition of fish at all 
reliable. "Tho allmminoid matter in 
wliito li.sli, as cod, haddodkand halibut, 
is in about the same proportion as in 
beef and mutton. They contain, how- 
ever, more phosphorus — the active fish, 
such as trout and pickerel, containing a 
still greater amount, due no doubt to 
their activity. Tho amount of carbon 
depends largely upon tho amount of fat 
they contain. The whiteflsh are, there- 
fore, deficient in oaxbon. If yoa etbonld 
ask an intelligent cgok what vegetable 
to serve with a boiled white fish she 
would answer qtrickly, potatoes, as thoy 
supply tho wanting carbohydratoa 

"There are other kinds of flsh, how- 
ever, such as salmon, catfish and stur- 
geon, that are quite well supplied with 
carbohydrates, in consequence of whidi 
they are hot so easily digested as the 
wJiito fish. The more oil they have dis- 
persed through tho body, tho more difli- 
cult tho digestion. In the white fish the 
fat is held in the liver; in the dark fish 
it is dispersed through the entire flesh. 
From tlii.s fact we learn that dark fish 
make a much better diet for tho activo 
man. Many authorities afiirm that tho 
more activo fish, as well as the mora 
activo animals, give better musclo mak- 
ing food than their more indolent rela- 
tious. "

Very little interest was manifested 
locally in the departure of the steamship 
CityofTopeka for the north yesterday, 
chielly because ot her brief stay in port 
and the uncertainty in the time of her 
arrival from the Sound. A small party 
of miners and tduristB joined a larger 
party of the same classes aboard, and 
when this has been stated all has been 
laid so far as any demonstration at the 
wharf, is concerned. Those to embark 
here were, miners : John Hammond, A 
Whittaker, J. Jones, and P. Mahon; 
tourists: H. Davie, Mrs, G. E. Bel 
brough, Chas. L. Law, D. Taylor and 
\y. II. Vance. 

The ship was crowded for accommoda 
tion. Horses in single file surrounded 
the dining eialoon on the lower deck and 
for once the sensitive tonciist bowed 
submissively to tbe presence'o! the barn 
yard amell while masticating tbe dainty 
viands of ab ocean . steamship menu. 
There were 200 horses aboard and, it is 
estimated, as many people. 

One party of fifty were Oalifornians, 
who embarkeii at Port Townsend, and 
was on account of the long voyage which 
they bad made north that the Topeka 
was late in arriving here. She will not 
got through to Dyea on this trip. Ju 
neau is to be her destination and her 
passengers going to the Yukon will be 
obliged to there transfer to another 
steamer. 

The Topeka was the third steamer 
leaving Victoria for the northern gold 
land yesterday, and the sixth to sail 
from this city and the Sound since the 
Portland's memorable arrival in Seattle 
with her freight of gold and her thirty-six 
fortune-made men from the Klondyke, 
These steamers have been the Alki, Fort- 
land, Mexico, Islander, Tees and TO' 
peka. Roughly estimating, they car- 
ried away fully one thousand miners, 
comparatively few of whom were East 
erners. How long this movement of 
humanity northward will continue no 
one can say. 

One thing is almost assured already, 
juding from inquiries coming from the 
East and the intensity of the excitement 
at home, and that is that all steamers 
announced to sail within tbe next few- 
days will be filled. The Danube, sailing 
on Sunday evening, will carry away fully 
150 people, besides an immense freight, 
exclusive of 86 head of horses already 
booked. Tbe big steam collier Bristol is 
now in Eequimalt fitting out for the run, 
and will carry some 1,000 paseengers and 
all the freight offering. The Coquitlam 
has been put into the service from Van- 
couver by the Union Steamship Com- 
pany, to sail on the 8tb of August. The 
0. P. N. Co. will have the Princes Louise 
in the service — in addition to the Island- 
er, Danube and Tees — dispatching her 
on tbe 7th of next month, while yet an- 
other Victoria craft, the Thistle, is ad- 
vertised for the day following. So quick- 
ly indeed do the steamers [multiply in 
this new and profitable service, that it 
is practically impossible now to keep 
count of them without tbe assistance of 
memoranda. For convenience the sail- 
ing dates are therefore given :

The Cleveland and the VAi/.a Ander 
son will, it is said, be the only ones of 
the fleet which will not touch at Dyea. 
Of these steamers the Seattle Times 
says : "The Cleveland is operated by the 
^forth American Trading and Transporta 
tion Company and will run in connee 
tion with the Portland, which sailed 



last Thursday, and the company's river 
boats on the Yukon. The Eliza' Ander- 
son is being put on the route by a new 
company and will operate with the 
etern-wheel steamer W. K. Merwin_on 
the river. The same paper saya: The 
transportation of horses to Dyea fortuse 
in freighting over the divide and through 
the various passes is the qtiestion that 
is troubling the transportation com- 
panies. The miners refuse to go with- 
out horses and the steamers have not 
quarters for a large number. Tho 
Edith will sail in connection with the 
Rosalie, carrying sixty head, and tho 
Rapid Transit will leave on August 1 
with nearly 100. The horse fare to Dyea 
is $32.50, and many more could be taken 
at that price if there were steamers 
available. 

" Inquiries are being received from all 
parts of the East regarding transporta- 
tion for various parties of men whose 
numbers range from ten to one hundred. 
These inquiries mostly take the shape of 
telegrams and are being answered to the 
best knowledge of the railroad men. 
Anxious men travel around from one 
steamship office to another asking the 
same question, "Can you. (jake me 
North ?" and receiving a negative answer 
from the boats that are to sail in the 
immedinie future." 

With local transportation companies 
the number of horses going North will 
from this out not be limited, for tho 
Danube and Bristol tocether can accom- 
modate an immense herd. What use 
can be found for horses going into the 
Klondyke can in a measure be realized 
from a letter in the Alaska Searchlight, 
from William Moore, at Fourteen-Mile 
camp, Skaguay, Alaska, stating that the 
White Pass pack trail to the summit of 
the pass was opened for 'traffic July 1(3. 
On reaching the summit the traveller 
will step on an almost level country, the 
grade to lakes being but about- twenty 
feet to tbe mile. Distance from salt 
water to Too-chi lake is thirty miles, and 
from salt water to head of Lake Bennett 
the distance is tbirty-five miles. Both 
routes from the summit are through 
rolling country, for the most part open, 
with i)lentyof grass for feeding stock, 
water, and sufficient wood for all pur- 
poses. From salt water to the summit, 
stock and puck horses can be driven 
through easily. 

OFF FOB THE NORTH. 

"Islander" and "Tees" Sail Away With 
Their Many Gold Seeking 
Passengers. 

It was not till 1 o'clock yesterday that 
the Islander and her consort, the Tees, 
pulled out of Victoria harbor laden with 
gold seekers and freight for Dyea on the 
way to the Yukon. They did manage to 
get every bit of the freight aboard, and 
the passengers numbered up to between 
075 and -JOO. A big crowd was at the 
wharf to say farewell, and the C. P.N 
people wore becoming smiles as they 
thought of the golden harvest the Yukon 
trade was bringing them. ,So brisk 
is the demanil for passage and 
freight that already there is only 
accommodation for about sixty more 
passengers on tho Danube, which 
leaves on Sunday, and all the 
space for live etcck is taken up, though 
there is still room for freight. 

Besides this the Islander, which leaves 
on the 15th, has more than half her 
space applied for already, and the O. P. 
N., in the endeavor to keep up with the 
rush, have decided to send the steamer 
Louise out to Dyea on August 7. The 
departure of tbe Islander and Tees seems 
only to have whetted the appetitefor 
gold seeking, and there are plenty more 
people not only from tbe Coaab but 
from every part of the continent who 
are going to have a try for the treasure 
of the Yukon. 

To Bet aside any lingering doubts as to 
Dyea having been created a sub-port of 
entry by the United States, tieneral 
Eoberte, United States consul, yesterday 
received a telegram from the Secretary 
of State, Washington, informing him 
that Dyea had been made a sub-jiort of 
entrv for customs.

Local capitalists are endeavoring to 
secure ojitions on mining claims in the 
Klondyke country, but are not meeting 
with much success among the miners 
now here. The men seem to realize that 
they have a gold thing in what they 
have and are not disposed to submit to 
modern forms of conveyance, even 
thojyh not forced to sell until the value 
of the property is investigated. 

Two Sisters of St. Anne have offered 
their services for ten years' arduous 
labor in the frozen North, and have been 
accepted by the Superiority of their 
community. They have arrived in San 
Francisco on their way North, and were 
to have sailed for St. Michael's on tho 
I'yXcelBior, but, as it was considered that 
the vessel would be crowded with pas- 
sengers, the officials of the Alaska fJoni- 
inercial Company advised the sisters to 
wait over for the sailing of the Bertha, 
either Saturday or ISlonday next. The 
two who go to the North are Sister Mary 
of the Cross, formerly Miss Peterson. 
She has recently been engaged in educa- 
tional work in flolyoke, Mass. Her com- 
panion is Sister Mary Alagdalene of the 
Sacred Heart, who was Miss Goulet, a 
native of Quebec.
